REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The current 
invention is not anticipated by nor rendered obvious over the prior art references of 
record. The references considered to be the closest prior art to the current invention, 
KUMMER in view of KAISER does not teach a formulation where the solvent is selected 
from mixtures of : S1) at least one n- or iso-Cio-Cu paraffin and S2) at least one C10-C14 
naphthene wherein S1 and S2 are present in a mixing ratio of from 10:90 to 90:10. 
While KAISER teaches the benefits of a mixed solvent including both naphthene and 
paraffins, it would not have been obvious to pick at least one n- or iso-Cio-Ci4 paraffin 
and at least one C10-C14 naphthene along with the mixing ratio. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
